T’S WARM and sunny outdoors and you're going to invite 

your friends to a picnic. Your first question is, “Do I have 
to plan and organize it as | would a supper or luncheon 
party at home?” And the answer is “Yes, but with a differ- 
ence.” 

If you'll look at our menus, you'll see that the two sug- 
gestions require two kinds of planning—planning ahead and 
also spur-of-the-moment planning. Both, however, require 
the same kind of picnic equipment. This should be organ- 
ized, all in one place and ready for use at a moment's notice. 

This is what your picnic gear should include: 

A picnic basket or large box in which you'll have paper 
plates, cups, napkins, eating utensils, tablecloth, bottle open- 
er, can opener, sharp knife, salt and pepper shakers. (Re 
move top from each shaker and place small piece of waxed 
paper over shaker before screwing on top again.) It's a 
good idea to have a thermos jug or thermal bag in which to 
keep milk, soft drinks, and meats cool. 

So that you'll be prepared for emergencies, include a few 
just-in-case items, such as adhesive bandages, gauze, mer- 
curochrome or other antiseptic, baking soda, The latter wil) 
be handy for making a soothing poultice for insect bites, bee 
stings, sunburn, or as an antidote to a touch of “picnic 
stomach.” 

Now you look over Co-ed’s menu suggestions and you de- 
cide to invite three of your friends to a “Make and Take 
Picnic.” The two main dishes—Fried Chicken and Picnic 
Devil's Food Cake can be made either a day ahead or 
early the same morning, and refrigerated. (See page 12 for 
recipes.) You shop for rolls, tomatoes, carrots, fruit and 
Cokes in advance, too, You clean and cut the carrots into 
sticks and place them in a screw-top glass jar with chopped 
ice in it for traveling. Wash the tomatoes and fruit and pack 
carefully to prevent bruising. You butter the rolls before 
wrapping them in aluminum foil or waxed paper. A thermal 


bag is handy for carrying your chilled Cokes and the cooked

chicken, wrapped in aluminum foil, Carry the Picnic Devil's 
Food Cake right in the pan. Just cover the top or wrap pan 
and all in waxed paper. 

All you and your friends have to do, once you arrive at 
your picnic spot, is to spread the tablecloth, set the “table,” 
lay out the food, and have yourselves a great big beautiful 
food feast. 

If you don’t want to do as much preparing as the fore- 
going menu requires, try the no-work, no-fuss “Tote and 
Travel Menu.” Since no cooking is necessary, this one is 
organized in a twinkling and within your budget, too. You 
can even call your friends at the last minute, if you like, And 
aren't you the smart one to have your picnic basket all ready 
for toting? What you have to do now is stop at the grocer’s 
on the way and buy all the table-ready foods mentioned on 
this menu or others of your choice. The menu suggested 
here is just right for hungry appetites. 

You'll buy canned meats, meat spread, shrimp, sardines, 
French fried onions, pickles, olives, potato salad, fruit bars. 
(If you prefer to make the fruit bars, the recipe is on page 
12.) Don't forget lettuce for garnishing the potato salad, and 
a small jar of mayonnaise and mustard, You'll also have a 
loaf of sliced bread, margarine or butter, and two cartons 
of milk. 

Everyone pitches in—that’s part of picnic fun. Together 
you choose an eating spot, spread out the tablecloth, set 
places, open cans, make sandwiches. And when the fun’s 
over, you leave the grounds clean 

Té avoid food spoilage and subsequent food poisoning, 
eat the foods immediately once they're out of the cans and 
on the table. This also applies to the chicken on the other 
menu. If cooked food must wait before it is eaten, keep it 
chilled or very hot, but never at a warm, in-between tem- 
perature. Cooked meats, poultry and fish, soft custards, 
cream pastries, stuffed eggs or egg salads are especially sub- 
ject to rapid spoilage in a warm place. They should be kept 
at a temperature of 50° F. or below, 

Follow these picnic suggestions and you'll not only have 
the time of your life, but youll be known as “The Out- 
door Hostess of 1957.” 
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*Southern Fried Chicken 


1 ready-to-cook fryer chicken, 1% tsp. salt 
(2% to 3 pounds), disjointed 
eup flour tp. pepper 
Oil to depth of 1 to 1% inches in skillet 


Combine flour and seasonings. Coat dry chicken pieces 
with this mixture. Heat oil in heavy skillet or chicken 
fryer, Place chicken in hot oil, thicker pieces near center. 
Cover and cook 10 to 15 minutes. When golden brown, 
turn, reduce heat, Finish cooking without lid until tender 
and rich brown. Drain on absorbent paper. Cool quickly. 
Refrigerate. Makes 4 servings.

1 cup sifted cake flour 1 egg, unbeaten 


tsp. soda 1% squares unsweeten- 

ed chocolate, melted 
tsp. salt % cup plus table- 
4 thep. shortening spoon milk 


2/3 cup granulated sugar ‘% tsp. vanilla 


Sift flour once, measure, add soda and salt, and sift 
together three times, Cream shortening, add sugar gradu- 
ally, and cream together until light and fluffy. Add egg 
and beat well, Add chocolate and mix to blend, Add 
flour alternately with milk, a small amount at a time, 
beating after each addition until smooth. Add vanilla. 

Turn into 8 x 8 x 2-inch square pan which has been 
lined on bottom with plain paper. Bake in moderate oven 
(350° F.) 30 minutes, or until done. Spread hot cake 
with Praline Topping, return to oven, and bake 10 min- 
utes longer, or until topping is bubbly and golden brown. 


Praline Topping 


3 thep. melted batter 1/3 cup brown sugar 
1 thep. water 1 thsp. cake flour 
1/3 cup finely chopped walnuts 


Combine ingredients and mix well.

1 cup dried apricots, 1 cup sifted all-purpose 


cut in half flour 
1 thep. butter 1 tsp. baking powder 
2 eges, well beaten 1% cup seedless raisins

pineapple, diced 
1 thep. lemon juice confectioner’s sugar 


Cook apricots according to package directions for 10

Pack 
a-pienic lunch, an old blanket, three 10-foot poles, four hoops, 
and an old sheet. You won't be cured, but who wants to get rid 
of spring fever anyway? 


BAMBOO TANDEM RACE. Here's a game to loosen up your 
winterized joints. Divide your guests into teams of four or five 
persons each, Have the members of each team straddle an 
eight- or ten-foot bamboo pole; line up the teams; and, at a 
signal, start them galloping over a prescribed triangular course. 
The first team home still intact win prizes; the others get lini- 
ment, 


CAT AND MOUSE. All but one couple stand in a circle, two 
deep. The remaining couple, Cat and Mouse, stand outside the 
circle a reasonable distance apart. At a signal, Cat chases Mouse 
in an effort to touch him, At no time may Mouse enter the 
circle except to escape Cat, and as soon as he enters the circle 
he must take a stand in front of one of the couples, making the 
circle at this point three deep. Then the extra person on the 
outside of the circle immediately becomes Mouse and must in 
turn try to escape Cat by dashing into the circle and standing 
in front of another couple. If Cat touches Mouse, Mouse be- 
comes Cat, and the former Cat becomes Mouse. 


THREE-LEGGED BACKWARD RACE. Everyone knows the 
three-legged race, but have you ever done it backward? Or try 
this variation: The couple, tied togethcr above the knee with 
a length of cloth, races to the mark for ord and returns back- 
ward. Or one member of the couple runs backward while the 
other runs forward, Or, tie the couple back to back and make 
them run sideways. 


HOOP RELAY RACE. Divide your guests into teams of four 
or six members each. Half of the members of each team stand 
at one end of the course, the other half stand at the other. 
To the first player of each team give two small hoops (pie 
pans, shoe boxes or blocks of wood are just as good), not larger 
than 15 inches across. At the signal, the first player of each 
team places one of his hoops on the ground in front of him and 
with his left foot steps into the hoop, raising his right foot 
from the ground and holding it off the ground. Balancing him- 
self on his left foot, he places his second hoop on the ground 
in front of him and with his right foot steps into that hoop, 
then balances on his right foot while he turns, picks up his first 
hoop and advances it along the ground toward the opposite 
half of his team. 

When, progressing in this manner, he reaches the opposite 
end of the course, he picks up his rear hoop and hands it to 
the second player on his team who, stepping with his left foot 
into the hoop on the ground just vacated by the first player, 
starts back across the course in the same manner. If any player 
loses his balance and falls or touches the ground with either 
hand or the foot that is supposed to be off the floor, he must 
pick up both of his hoops and start his trip over again.

HEER stockings open-toed sandals, bathing suits, shorts, 
bare legs—yes, summer is a-coming in, And that means 
whether you're hiking in the woods or sunning on the 
beach—you'll want your feet to feel and look well, Healthy 
feet are pretty ones.

The very first step to foot health and beauty is bathing 
your feet-and bathing them daily. Dunk them in warm, 
soapy water and scrub them vigorously with a soft brush 
Use a smaller brush—a toothbrush will do the trick—between 
your toes, This will help avoid athlete's foot 

Next, rinse your feet, and while they're still wet, rub 
the rough spots, especially the heels and balls of your 
feet. with a pumice stone, Use the stone with a gentle rotary 
motion, It softens the skin and discourages ugly calluses, 

Then dry your feet thoroughly, being careful not to 
leave damp spots between your toes, Finish the foot bath 
with a quick rub of hand lotion to smooth the rough and 
chapped spots and a dusting with taleuwm powder, Don't 
they feel better already? 

If your feet feel tired, massage them with a cream or 
hand lotion, particularly in the arch and ball. If you've 
been standing all day, take off your shoes and prop up 
your feet for a while—very restful! If your feet ache con- 
stantly in one place, perhaps you're not wearing the right 
shoes. The pressure of your foot against a shoe in the 
wrong place may result in painful corns. A shoe which 
curves your big toe toward the center of vour foot often 


causes bunions. 


Changing your shoes frequently is not only a shoe- 


saver but also a foot-comforter, Ideally, shoes shouldn't 
be worn two days in a row, 

Well-fitting stockings or socks are also important. They 
shouldn't bind your toes. Neither should they be so loose 
that they wrinkle inside your shoes. 

When your feet are feeling better, they'll undoubtedly 
look better, but chances are they could stand a good 
pedicure. And you can start tonight right after your foot 
bath

off with polish remover. Cut your toenails straight across

This will help prevent ingrown 
toenails, Then, file the nails smooth to avoid snagging your 
stockings. With an orangewood stick wrapped in cotton and 
dipped in cuticle remover, gently push back the cuticle 
and clean under the tips of your toenails. Scrub your toes 
again, rinse them, and dry them thoroughly, 


Polish looks gay and pretty on bare feet at the beach or 


peeking through open toed sandals—but nothing looks slop- 
pier than chipped nail polish. Polish on your toenails gets 
extra hard wear, so remember to check it each day and to 
renew it when nece ssary. Before applying polish, weave a 
tissue between your toes to separate them. Apply two coats 
and allow plenty of drying time. 

And while you're remaking your feet, don't forget your 
legs—they'll show this summer, too. Whether you go bare- 
legged or wear sheer stockings, be meticulous about de- 
fuzzing your legs. Use a razor, a rubbing device, or a chemi- 
cal depilatory to remove leg hair. Remember that these 
methods are only temporary, and should be repeated when 
necessary. If you use a razor, shave your legs in the direction 
in which the hair grows. Be gentle and go slowly to avoid 
breaking the skin. Follow any hair removal method with an 
application of soothing lotion or cream.

| ENS are laying more eggs. Cows are giving more milk. 

Calves and pigs, beef cattle, poultry, and lambs are 
growing faster than they did ten years ago. 

What has been happening down on the farm to cause 
barnyard inhabitants to act so extraordinarily, with the re- 
sult that the consumer gets more value and the farmer more 
profit? The discovery of Terramycin by Pfizer scientists is 
responsible, although this use of the antibiotic was unfore- 
seen at that time. It was used first in the cure and control 
of more than one hundred human ailments, Veterinary uses 
for keeping costly animal infections under control were ob- 
vious, of course. But the discovery that minute amounts of 
Terramycin unlocked mysterious forces of life and growth 
in healthy animals was quite unexpected.

“guinea pigs”—chickens, hogs, cattle, lambs, turkeys, ham- 
sters, guinea pigs, mice, rats, dogs. 

A 1,400-foot-long aluminum shed can house 450 cattle 
and 1,000 sheep at one time. Some of the animals live in 
unaccustomed luxury. Pigs are housed in “nurseries” much 
like hospital rooms; poultry enjoy air-conditioned lives. The 
farm has its own feed-mixing facilities, which turn out 1,000 
tons of custom-mixed feed each year; its own pharmaceutical 
laboratory; a library with a full-time librarian and trained 
statistical staff. 

Recently, Pfizer became alarmed at the loss of about 
$500,000,000 to American farmers through animal disease 
alone. And so to encourage young people to choose exten-

sion work as a career, especially in the field of animal health, 
they have launched a scholarship program for youngsters 
with an outstanding background in 4-H Club work. An an- 
nual award of $250 is given to each of 20 superior students 
in agricultural colleges throughout the U. S. It is hoped that 
this will help to overcome a shortage of county agents, 
county home demonstration agents, and vocational agricul- 
ture teachers.

OTHS get into your house by rid- 

ing “piggy-back” as eggs or larvae 
on dogs, cats, or on woolens brought in 
from stores. Their ravenous appetites 
can be satisfied only by the animal fibers 
in woolens, worsteds, cashmeres, felt 
jerseys, and knitted goods used for ap- 
parel and home furnishings. The off- 
spring of just one female moth, multi- 
plying at the rate of one and a half 
million a year, can eat 90 to 100 Ibs. of 
wool, or the equivalent of an average 
well-stocked wardrobe. 

These insects prefer to attack woolen 
garments hanging idly for long periods 
in dark closets. They go for soiled spots 
on clothes before attacking clean areas. 

There’s a way of beating moths at 
their own game, however. If you buy 
woolens wisely, you won't have to worry 
about moths. Just look for the label, 
“moth-resistant,” or “moth-proofed” 
when you shop. These terms mean that 
the fabric has been treated chemically 
by the manufacturer to make it unappe- 
tizing to moths.. With this durable treat- 
ment, you wont even have to store 
your woolens in the summertime. 

Durable treatments have various 
trade names. The one that is best known 
is “Mitin-Mothproofed.” When a fabric 
is “Mitin” treated, it means that a pro- 
tective chemical is combined with the 
wool fiber used in making skirts, slacks, 
socks, sweaters, sport shirts, blankets, 
carpets, coats, robes, knitting yarns, This 
chemical does not affect the texture or 
the wearing quality of the article. 
“Mitin-mothproofing” continues to pro- 
tect woolens even after a great number 
of dry-cleanings or launderings. 

You can also have your present wool 
or wool-blend wardrobe mothproofed 
by your dry-cleaner. This kind of moth- 
proofing lasts until garments are laun- 
dered or dry-cleaned again. 

If you want to mothproof washable 
woolens at home, you can do so with 
EQ 53, a DDT solution developed by 
the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture. Use EQ 
53 in the rinse water and it will protect 
the garments until the next washing. 

Now that summer is coming, here are 
additional ways to protect your clothes 
and furnishings from moths: 


@ Keep your wardrobe clean. Larvae 
prefer soiled materials. 


e Brush or shake garments from time 
to time to remove eggs and larvae. 


e Expose clothes to the light; hang 
them out in the sunlight, if possible.

@ Seal up and store any articles that 
you do not use regularly. 


© Before packing away your woolens 
for the summer, dry-clean or launder 
them. 


Wrap freshly cleaned articles in 
heavy wrapping paper. Seal all op- 
enings with gummed tape. : 


@ Put small woolens—sweaters, mittens, 
socks, scarves—in Mason jars and 
close tightly. 


Use moth-preventives in sufficient 
concentration to be effective. A 
handful of moth flakes casually

into a small space. Use gummed tape 
to seal packages, keyholes of trunks, 
edges of chests and door jamb of closet. 


thrown in a drawer or a chest will 
not discourage moths. Neither will 
the odor of newsprint. Odors must 
be so highly concentrated that they 
are unpleasant to you. 


Here are the proportions recommend- 
ed; for a garment bag, place one ounce 
of pure paradichlorobenzene (para) or 
naphthalene in with the clothes and seal 
the bag; for a chest, add one pound of 
pure para or naphthalene, then seal the 
chest. 

If you use a commercial brand of 
moth-preventive, choose one that lists 
the proportion of active ingredients. 
The quantities you need depend on the 
amount of active chemical in the pre- 
ventive. 

Moth balls, cakes, and flakes provide 
extra protection, They are not substi- 
tutes for such other methods as anti- 
moth treatments by the manufacturer 
or dry-cleaner or the special precau- 
tions for stored articles mentioned here.

Anything 
you have heard to the contrary is a myth, which we are 
going to explode with a bombshell here and now! 

Myth: Hair must always take a terrible beating from 
summer sun and wind and surf, 

Bombshell: It’s in your own two hands what state your 
locks get into at this time of year because it's a matter 
of how much you expose your hair to the elements. 
Naturally, overexposure may result in dryness, split 
ends, dandruff, and bleaching. In moderation, how- 
ever, fresh air and sun are just the tonics that the hair 
neéds after a damp, rainy spring. 

Naturally, smog and dirt in the air beg you for more 
frequent shampoos. Your hair will feel and look better 
if it's washed at least once a week. If your hair is oily, 
you may want to dunk it more often. Increased per- 
spiration may demand extra shampooing. Don't forget 
to brush your hair regularly—with gentle strokes. 


If your hair is dry, you may prefer not to wash it 
quite so frequently. Apply olive or castor oi] to the

scalp with the finger tips before the shampoo. Or use 
a special shampoo for dry hair. Brush often and with 
vigor to encourage the oil glands. 

Don't worry if your hair gets wet from constant 
swimming. Dampness won't harm the hair or cause it 
to fall out as many people think. 

Although salt water is not harmful to the hair either, 
the combination of the hot sun and constant exposure 
to salt water may cause the scalp and hair to become 
excessively dry. If this should occur, give your hair the 
dry-hair treatment as suggested above. 

If the scalp is scaly and flaky, indicating the presence 
of dandruff, this too can be minimized by shampooing 
and massaging the scalp. Application of a therapeutic 
anti-dandruff agent before shampooing also helps 

To avoid that special summer hazard, split ends, be 
especially careful of overexposure to sun and heat 
which dry out the hair. Lubrication of ends by regular 
brushing in addition to application of a cream or lotion 
also helps. If ends do split beyond help, have hair cut 
above point of splitting. Have fun in the sun!

He 
makes a quick recovery on the other 
side and sings I’m Gonna Live Some 
Before I Die, It's good “country sing- 
ing” (Capital 45 RPM). 

The Jordonaires do an old Dixieland 
tune, Baby Won't You Please Come 
Home, with a rock ‘n’ roll beat. Suga- 
ree, another rock 'n’ roller, is on the 
other side (Capital 45 RPM). 

You know the Star Spangled Banner 
—but did you ever wonder about the 


national anthems of other countries? 
You can hear 26 of them (our own 
included) in a new album by the 
Royal Australian Air Force Central 
Band. It’s called International Songs 


and Anthems. Among the songs are: 
the spirited French La Marseillaise, 
the thousand-year-old Japanese Kimi- 
gayo, and the somber Russian Gimm 
Sovetskogo Susa (Epic LP).

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Let’s fly down to Rio, Brazil— 
where everything's good 
from soup to nuts! 


LICE VIANNA was born in the 

beautiful city of Rio de Janeiro in 
Brazil, South America. Her father is 
manager of a printing business. The 
family lives in a comfortable home in 
Botafogo, a residential district 20 min- 
utes by bus from the center of the city. 
Their house is situated near the beach, 
in a lovely spot surrounded by moun- 
tains. It has four bedrooms, a living 
room, dining room, and a_ veranda. 
There is a garage in back of the house 
for her father’s car, an American Chev- 
rolet. They also have a small garden, 
where the family usually works on Sun- 
days. Alice loves flowers. 

She goes to the Anglo-American 
school, a high school for boys atid girls 
of the middle class. Here she studies 
English, French, Spanish, Portuguese, 
and other subjects. She speaks French 
and English fairly well. She is also 
studying painting and sewing. Her am- 
bition is to become a secretary. 

Alice has many friends. They like to 
ride bicycles, to roller skate, to swim, 
and to play volley ball. She and her 
friends sometimes go horseback riding 
on her uncle’s farm in Sao Paulo. They 
usually go to the farm at the end of the 
school year, (Brazilian students have a 
three-month summer vacation and a 
month off in winter.) At the farm, they 
wear colored handkerchiefs on their 
heads, sweaters, and long pants to pro- 
tect themselves from the hot sun. In the 
evenings, they dance to the music of 
accordions and violins. 

Alice goes to the movies twice a week, 
She gets an allowance every month and 
saves a certain amount of it. 

She is a hearty eater. For breakfast, 
she has orange juice, eggs, bread, but- 
ter and jam, and coffee with milk. The 
Brazilians’ heaviest meal comes at noon. 
They usually have some kind of meat 
with black beans and rice. For dessert, 
they eat fruits, pudding, or cheese. At 
dinnertime they have a light meal of 
soup, fish, and a salad, perhaps. 

One of Alice’s favorite desserts is 
Banana Coconut Rolls. Here is the 
recipe: 


4 firm all-yellow bananas 

2 thsp. melted butter or margarine 
2 thep. lemon or lime juice 

% cup shredded coconut 


Peel bananas and cut crosswise into 
halves. Place in a well-greased baking dish. 


Brush thoroughly with butter or marga- 
rine, then with lemon or lime juice. Sprinkle 
bananas with coconut. Bake in a moderate 
oven (375° F.) 15 to 20 minutes, or until 
coconut is browned and bananas are ten- 
der—easily pierced with a fork. Garnish 
with sliced pineapple, fluted orange slices 
and cherries, if desired. Serve hot. Makes 
4 servings. 


In Brazil, there are many holidays. 
The Brazilians’ Independence Day is 
September 7. On November 15, they 
celebrate the founding of the republic. 
On both days, there are colorful parades, 
Their Christmas comes in our summer- 
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time, but they still have trees deco- 
rated with lights, tinsel, balloons, small 
toys. At Easter, children receive candy 
bunnies holding baskets filled with 
chocolate eggs.
